Skin of Bat’* Wing Stretches From 
the Finger Tips to Ends of 
Toes and Nails. 


T h e wing of a hat Is a most wonder­ 
ful Instance of adaptation to ii special 
end, for it Is nothing hut a greatly 
modified forelimb or hand. 
If you spread out your hand aud im- 
n g in r tile four fingers grown enormous­ 
ly long, wltlie the thumb remains short 
a n d stumpy rind that tile skin between

Only a Few Have Been “Giants 


in the Land.” 


Johann Van Albert, Recent Import!* 


tlon From Holland, the Tallest 
Specimen of Humanity Ever 
Seen In Modern Day*. 


When Johann Vun Albert stepped 
from the gangplank on u recent ar­ 
rival of the Mnuretunia he hud the 
distinction of being the tallest man 
who ever entered the United States.

Will bear repeating 
The Idea had it*- Inception out In 
Fort Dodge, In., when an adventurous 
fakir purchased a huge Mock of gyp­ 
sum from a qunrryinnn of that place 
The block then was shipped to ('Iii 
cage, It being taken In charge by a 
sculptor, who chiseled It Into a IO foot 
giant. The surface wa* pricked with 
needles to give It the appearance of 
{sires In the human skin, and then 
treated with a variety of acids which 
made the entire 
statue 
appear 
of 
ancient origin. 
After completion the 
giant wa* securely packed In an Iron 
box 
and 
shipped 
to Union, N. Y..
